NY half the Germans question- 
ed in a poll this month want a 
siap general.election, according lo 
the Infas poll organisation. 

. It reported that 48 pet cent were in 

favour and only 29 per cent against.:. 
. But holding elections in mid-term 
is easier said than done. Basic Law, 
the 1949 Bonn constitution, . lays 
. down only two options. . 

First, in Article 68 the President is 
empowered to dissolve the Büundes- 
tag within 2I days at the Chancel- 
lor’s request if the Chancellor tables 
a confidence’ motion and fails to 
gain an absolute majority. 

The right to dissolve the Bonn 
parliament no longer applies when 
the’ Bundestag Votés by an absolüte 
majority of 249 “ ayes” for an aller 
native Chancellor, : ا‎ 

This provision requires: the i . 
ing Chancellor to grasp the initiative 
after lasirig a vote of confidence; If 
he döes not advise:-the President to 
` dissolve the Bundestag the Presldent 
‘cannot do-so by himself. 

If the ::Bundestag is dissolved, 
fresh elections must e held within 
60 days. i 

` Second, the Prealdent may disot 
ve: the Buidestag,’ but ‘only if gf’ 
Chancellor is elected by other than ' 
anh absolute majority'of votes: 

` This extremely complex process is 
outlined in Article 63, which stipulas'' 
'tes that the ‘candidate’ proposed by

One of the new methods being dis- 
cussed is to introduce safes which’ only 
allow a limited amount of money to be 
withdrawn within a given period (for, 
example, DM5,000 every quarter of an 
hour). 

Customers wishing to withdraw more 
money must apply for the amount be«; 
forehand to avoid a long walting' 
period. The bank robbers, however, aro' 
really faced with a problem, since nei« 
ther the cashler nor the rest of the 
bank's staff can influence the timing 
mechanism. One big initial problem is 
seet in the fact that to begin with tha 
bank robbers are not likely to believe 
this ‘story’ and may become violent. 

There is only one way of preventing 
this. More informatlon must be made 
public on bank security, which wouid 
represent deviating from the secretive’ 
course pursed up tO NOW. 

Fritz underlines the importance of 
such a change in approach: “Openness. 
is.needed instead of secrecy. Those now- 
security devices, which must come 
sooner or later, must become as weil 
known as the cameras. Only then cat 
we avoldi endangering human 
lives.”

venting this is if the cameras have been

The camera surveillance of banking 
halls reveals other weaknesses. During 


a bank robbery in a savings bank in. 


Frankfurt at the end of August, the 18th 
this year, despite a camera there was no 
photo: the camera was switched off 
Bring the raid.

notes. After 52 years of patient collect- 
ing, he now has 270,000 notes from all 
over. the world, . 

In 
1964, he sold his collection to Bayeri- 
sche Hypotheken- und Wechselbank in 
Munich, who appointed him curator of 
his own collection.
